Active Work to Locate Plant 



As a resultof a mOBS nieetint; beld Mon- 
•(lay niffbt in the lag nnd damp at Gurnec 
Woodman hall MeHara. Hawkins, Halph 
Chittenden and McClure have been ap- 
pointed to probe Ibe affairs of the Auto- 
tnntic Roller Denriner Company* the con- 
cern thatfieoka a location. at Gurnce, and if 
ih'iB committee of Gumee citizens finda tho 
.roller bearinf? proposition as good oa it op- 
peara further arranRements will be made 
to locate the plant. 

The Bcbeme to finance the aite proposi- 
tion and brinir the company to Waukeffan, 
ar West Waukegan. which ia tbti rifiht 
name for the Groatfir Waukpgan factory 
<liBtrict. is in brief as follows: 

1— ir the plant locales at Gumee, ac- 
cordinf; to Promoter Ballou, it will erect a 
building with 20,000 Fquaro feet of floor 
space nnd equip it at a cost of about 8200,000 
employing from sixty to One Liundred men 
at first. If the roller bearinf? has the 
market that it seems aure to have, the 
plant will be increased to 2500 men and 
two or three million dollars within Gve 
jyeara, wherever it locates. 

2— Robert D. Wynn, Epeakinpr of means 
of pettinflr the plant locatedat Gurnep, 
wisbea 400 acres of Gurnec land which will 
be need for factory sites. The Automatic 
Roller Bennniji Company will be priycn 20 
ncroB. The entire tract ia valued nt 
$80,000. ■ . 

3— Tho company will Iw jiiven $60,000 
by the first of April nnd $20,000 will be 
used to aubdivide the .land and pat tho 
eyndicate on a substantial basis. 

4— Tho company will ffet a part of the 
factory eite land wbicb will be to the south 
of the tract and between the two railroads. 
Then'tije remuinlnflflWO acres will be di- 
-vided into lots 50 by 130 to sell at 8300 
each, 1500 lota in all. 

5— Sik hundred of these will be sold, 
Waukegan to take half according to Mr. 
Wynn*B promise, and Gurneo the other 
lialf. Tho proceeds, 8180*000, will more 
than pay tho necessary 8100.000 to land the 
company at Gurnoe, and leave 820,000 in 
tho treasury. 

6— The remaininR 900 lots will bo sold 
later, half of tho proceeda to tro tothn roller 
company as a special inducement to locale 
nt Uurnee and the other half to ffo to the 
promotion of tho territory aasitnied. for 
factory sites. 
This IB the plan in detail. 
The party from Waukegan included 
President Butcbard of the Automatic Roller 
Wearing Company. Inventor Georire, Vice 
President Payne, Promoter Ballou, Cap 
italiflt KoTsythe, the financial end of the 
company, and Mr. U. D. Wynn, and At- 
torney Claire C. Edwards. Other Wauke- 
ganites attended. 

Ooo hundred and fifty Gumee people 
were at the meeting and disploj-ed keen 
interest. Inventor George told o^ his in- 
vention and answered qufstions regarding 
it. President Butch'ard told wby he wishes 
to locate at Gurnec, of his former residence 
OS preacher, of his liking for Gnrnee. Pio 
meter Ballou then told of the plana of the 
company. 

Mr. Wynn waa then introduced and re- 
vefkled what was necessary to bring the 
plant to Gurneo, presenting tbecompre- 
hensivo achemo explained above. 

After Mr. Wynn Attorney Edwards and 
■ Attorney Dadv. state's attorney- elect and a 
Hfttivo of Ournee, spoke, Mr. Dady sug- 
geallng formal organization of the Gurnee 
oUizons for the transaction of business as a 
result of which Mr. Hughea was made 
ohairmnn.. 

The whole sense of the day is that the 
matter ia "up to Gurneo and Waukegan 
now." 



Crcditore Ask for Receiver but Petition 
is Denied for a time 

Officials of the Besley Brewing company 
of Waukegan appearedHjefore Judge Be- 
tbca in the United States district court at 
Chicago, Tuesday mdrning. and asked for 
acontinnnce until some-later date not men- 
tioned. ^ 

They then arranged a meeting with tho 
creditors who filed a petition for a receiver 
nnd were cloeited in conference all day, in 
nn effort to reach a settlement by which 
the proceedings will end in a dismisitel, 
the continuance being grnntpd. The eet- 
tlement ia not yet made and the matter 
may come up at any time. 

Creditors of the Besley's \ynukpgfln 
Brewery company filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy iigainst the cumpimy and asked the 
judge to appoint a receiver for the concern. 
The court poslponed action. 

The creditors nlleRod that the company 
ia insolvant, having liabilities to the 
amount of 865,000 or 870,000, while the 
assets are estimated at from $30,000 to 
840,000. 

The potitionors, P. Pause & Go-, the 
Western Electric'company and J. C. Good- 
ing, maintain that miamanagement, and 
the payment of preferred creditors, prompt 
their action. 

The petition for declaration of bank- 
ruptcy waa filed Saturday but supprcaeed 
for service. It is eaid that the movement 
has long been brewing and maintain that 
the brewery interests could have been 
helped bad a recsiver been asked when W. 
E. Bender resigned instead o^at this time. 

The Besley Brewery was founded in 1853 
by the late William Besley who operated

CARP SEININGS 
. ARE NOW 

IN PROGRESS 

The annual ceremony of clearing tlie 
lakes of carp has begun and has reached 
its climax in Lake county where tho big 
Bsh abound and the record catch of many 
yedrs, was that of Friday when John Con 
yerriQ*s outfit of nuts and men inade a haul 
of 6,000 pounds or three tons. 

Converse is cleaning Fox and Long lakes 
of carpf wbicb are claimed to eat the spawn 
of other fish. This is dii^puted however, 
and four fish cut up at Long lake Friday 
showed that the carp bad eaten nothing 
but vegetable growths of the lake, which 
is swept slick and clean of sea weed. 

The catches run from one to three tons 
n day of late and tbo Hitb' themselves run 
from seven to thirty pounds, a thirty-six 
pounder being all that a man can hold in 
his arms, 

Tho carp are seined from the lake by 
gangs of ten men to each end of the net 
each year on state contract. 

The fish are shipped to targecities where 
they are used as food, nerved in restaurants 
in many guises, such as planked white fish 
or are canned as salmon.

The pockets 
were heavily wei(;hted with stones nud 
indicate that Tiffany intended suicide. 

The body Iny face downward and was at 
first unrcccgnized, but identific.ition was 
later made by Charles Gorhani, conserva- 
tor of TifTany'a fond and Frank Nolan, 
proprietor of the . Boston House, where 
TifTany lived!" , 

Gorham, it seem? had ii^formed Tiffany 
that he would have to go to work or to 
tho county farm Rocn, as tho fund left by 
bis mother was diminishing rapidly with 
payment pf board and seventy five cents n 
week to Tiffany at tbo Boston House where 
he stopped in room 15, 

Tiffany then borrowed enough money to 
start in as a book agent but Gorham stated 
that he bolieved the old temptation for 
drink had overcome the man. I will never 
go to the poor house he had often said. 

Tiffany was a book worm. Of eentle 
parentttfie, gently nut ured. he would never 
work. Ho hud the reputation of having 
read every book in the' Waukegan public 
library. 

He was about Bixtyfive yearB old and 
was averao to human toil. He would never 
hold a job and insisted on being support- 
ed by others, a hard task becaU'to of his 
weakness for strong drink. He bore tho 
reputation of having been nt one time 
one of the best book keepers in tho 
country but would presist in going on 
prolonged sprees. His former companions 
had long ago died or left him alone eo 
that ho vfOA practically without friendd.

. Jacob Beilhnrt, "Father Jacob," known 
i\vf world over as the head and front of tho 
Spirit Fruit movement at Wooster Lake, 
and the founder of half a dozen colonies 
the country over when men and women 
live without the formality of a marriage 
service, died at one Tuesday afternoon. 

He died at the Lake county colony at 
Wooster Lake, "Spirit Fruit Farm" as it 
is called, where there are twelve inmates 
and the colony owns' 300 acres of well 
tilled land. 

The death followed an operation for ap- 
pendicitis Sunday at the colony mansion 
by Dr. Foley of Waukegan. The operation 
was successful but the rupture of the ap- 
pendix was loo far gone to permit of treat- 
ment. He died at one Tuesday after in- 
tense suffering. 

Beilhnrt in brief believed in niarriapea 
and the bearing of children with the same 
care as stock is bred nnd flowers are pro- 
duced by Burbank. 

A harneas maker, be graduated into a 
Seventh Day Adventist preacher and Inter 
into an advocate of the so-called Rcientific 
marringo. His old harness niakcr^s kit is 
slill out .at Wooster Lake and when in a 
rage he would frequently, work at his old 
trade. He was generally beloved by the 
people of'tho vicinity aa well as by the 
colony. 

Deilhart took sick Tbumday evening of 
last week and was operated upon Saturday 
evening. The colony members state that 
physicians pronounced It appendicitis, a 
rupture of the appendix, showing that 
Beithart had neglected to give proper at- 
tention to his caso in time. 

The late leader was forty two years old, 
one of the gentlest and most unasEuming 
of men, and had a host of friends outside 
his sect. 

There are now twelve colonists at 
Wooster Lake. The dead man's divorced 
wif() was not with him in bis laRt moments. 
She is in Kansas with her children and se- 
cured a divorce from Beithart years ogo. 
"Phis wns the crowning sorrow of bis life. 
He never recovered from it. 

Driven from New Listen, Ohio, with 
contumely and threats of lynching, Beil- 
hnrt come to Luke county and hna resided 
here for throe years unmolested. In fact 
farmers would have fought in his behalf. 



Voliva fears City is Becoming Too Worldly 
and He Dislikes the Outlook

intimated that if things did n8t run more 
to liis taste in 2ion City that be would 
surely pack up and get out, taking k b 
faithful followers to somo other place 
where a new city could bo started, it is 
said by residents of the city that Voliva is 
seriously contemplating this move at the 
present time. 

Just what be intends to do is not knowil 
as he has not divulged his plans very 
thoroughly, but it is said that there is not 
much doubt but that he will decide Lo 
start ft new city of his own in the near 
future. 

Voliva. Recording to his own statement, 
is tired of the manner In which things are 
being conducted in !^ioD at the present 
time. He says that the tvho'ft nffair is in 
a terrible mess and that it is no iileasure 
for him to try to straighten it out and that 
he does not intend to do so unless thinf^s 
take a different course. 

One of the things that Voliva ia serioualy 
opposed to is to making Zion an open city. 
It ia his desire to keep out all outside in- 
terests that might tend to open up the city 
to any other people than hia own followers. 
This ia the reason why he has fought so 
vigorously to have the long term leases re- 
tained in place of giving deeds to the 
property in the city as the receiver has 
started to do. 

It is said that he has stated that the 
moment one autside concern is allowed- to 
come into the city that everything will be 
lost and that all their efforts to preserve a 
model city will be at naught, for the com- 
ing of one person will open the way for 
many othera and it will not take long until 
the city ia na open as any other citj*. 

For some time past it ia said Voliva baa 
been considering the advisability of clos- 
ing up nil the holdinea of bis followers for 
whatever theywill bring and then move 
to some other location where they can do 
as they please — perhaps found a now Zion. 
Although he does not admit it, Voliva is 
as fond of power as waa Dowie and be is 
longing for the complete sway formerly 
wielded by Dr. Dowie.

DROWNED 

IN TROUGH 

Last Saturday evening at^ LIbcrtyville, 
Deputy Coroner Conrad presided over the 
mquest of Mary Kadelhoffer of that vil- 
lage. 

The child bad been playing , beaidr a 
large trough of water that was used for 
cooling milk cans. She vraa left atone 
about Bfteen minutes and when the par- 
enta returned, they fnund the child's body 
floating in the tank of water. 

It is supposed that she bad tried to get 
a piece of cardboard that was floating on 
the water and in ao doing lost his balance 
and fell in. She drowned before they 
could reach her. 

The coroner'a jury returned n verdict of 
accidental death. 

The child waa eighteen month of age. 



NEAR 

HARVARD 

Workmen drilling a well on the M. J. 
Nolan farm, four miles northeast of Har- 
vard, recently atruck gas at a depth of 161 
feet. It aweot throuRh a five inch pipe, 
carrying with it stone, *dirt and water, 
making a roar that could be heard fully a 
mile away. 

The flow waa placed under control nnd 
piped into a barn on the farm.. A test for 
the illuminating quality of the gas reveal- 
ed a atrong white light. Tho flow waa 
even and indicated a pressure of 19* pounds 
to the pquare inch. 

Hundreds of people have viaited the 
farm to inapect the natural gas flow. The 
five inch caaing pipe was removed to per- 
mit aOO viaitors to bear the roar of the 
well. Aa when it fir^t burst from the 
earth the well emitted a noise heard a mile 
distant. 

Just what Mr. Nolan will do with this 
discovery on hia farm is a matter that 



John Duffy, aged sevenij-thtee years, for 
years a janitor in one of the large High- 
land Park churches, died at hia home early 
Sunday morning the victim of a moat hor- 
rible attack by holdups. 

Sunday, Nov. 15, Duffy left for Grosae , 
Point. Hia father-indaw, Mr. Fred Green- 
slade, did not know that he had left until 
ten thirty that night, when he received a 
telephone messai^e from N. Wagner, a 
saloon keeper, telling him that hie son-in- 
law bad been picket up near hia aaloon in 
an unconscious condition and that he was 
then lying on a cot in the Wagner build* 
ing where he would be retained until care 
from home arrived. 

Mr. Greenslede took an electric;^ car for 
Grosse Point where he found his son-in- 
law lying on a cot in an unconscious con- 
dition and blood flowing; from his right 
ear. At that time Wagner turned over to 
the aged father-in-lnw money to the aum 
of 835 .50 and a receipt for 82 which had 
been paid. 

A closed carriage was procured and the 
aged Highland Park resident taken to his 
home. His condition grew more critical 
daily and early last Sunday morning he 
died the victim of an alleged attack made 
on bis life by holdupa. 

When questioned Mr. Wagner stated 
that two boys rushed into hia aaloon late 
Sunday eveninf? and informed him that an 
old man was lying on the sidewalk a abort 
distance from the saloon. Wagner picked 
up the man and carried him into the saloon 
where he remained until the nrrival of hi« 
relative. 

Deputy Coroner Edward Conrad waa 
called into the case soon after Mr. Duffy's 
death. An inquest was started but ad- 
journed until auflicient evidence could be 
procured to enlighten the jury as to the 
finding of Duffy and the assault. 

At oce o'clock Monday the 14th, Dr. 
Berifen of Highland Park was summoned 
to care for Mr. Duffy. Blood was oozing 
from his right ear and a bruise on the top 
of the bead on the right side. Dr Bergen 
stated that there was a fracture at the base 
of the brain. 

Sunday when the inquest was held, Mr. 
Greenslede testified that Mr. Duffy was 
known to have bad one hundred and forty 
dollars in his pocket when he left home 
on the 15th of the month. One hundred 
and nine dollars of this amount has been 
accounted for. A shortage of thirty-one 
dollars still exists. It ia feared that the

Place In Brittany Whose History Dates 
from Days of Druids — Discovery ■ 
of a Taurobollc Temple — 
^ Traces Left by SL Michael.. 



London.— Dol is one of tho oldest 
towns. In Brittdny, and Is certainly one 
of the most Interesting In tho depart- 
ment of Ilie ot Vllalne. It is quaint 
and small like Its name and wo can 
hardly realize that it was once an 
achleplBc6pal eeo and the mlso on 
scene of allaorls of historic happen- 
ings. The cathedral is the chief sight 
ot the place, and though wo may not 
agree with the local guide book that 
tho building Is a perfect marvel, we 
must admit that it Is really fine, while 
the picturesque houses of the Grande 
Rue, tlio ancient fountain, tho boule- 
vards that surround the town Just as 
the moat surrounded It In tho days of 
long ago, the pretty, peaceful countrj' 
on every side, all combine to make 
Dol extremely attractive and put us In 
the mood to enjoy Its Itfng and varied 
story. Dol has survived experiences 
both strange and tragic, and it is difil- 
cult to realize that Its quiet streets, 
rarely disturbed by anything more 
alarming than the escapades of un- 
ruly piga and geese and calves on a 
market day, and the shrill cries of ex- 
cited peasants, were the scone of a 
frightful slaughter, when. In 1793, the 
"Chouans" defeated the revolutionary 
army commanded by Kleber, Marcoau 
and W^estormann. The combat Is viv- 
idly described In Victor Hugo's 
"Quartre-Vingt-TreIze" and a large 
canvas depleting the enrollment ot 
these redoubtable volunteers can bo 
seen in the Hotel de Vllle. 

Since the revolution, Dol may bo 
said to havo given itself up to slum- 
brous reminiscence, for nothing hap- 
pens there now, but after all, a place 
where things began to happen when

The foundation of Dol was contem- 
porary with tho beginning of a mon- 
astery built by St. Samson In G48. Tho 
town became prosperous, and in tho 
ninth century was chosen for tho coro- 
nation of Nominee, a king of Brittany, 
who did much to establish tho inde- 
pendence of his native land. Ho was 
a great lover of freedom, and deter- 
mined that not only his country, but 
his church, should be saved from 
French domination. Accordingly ho 
summoned a council, at which he 
charged the French bishops with 
simony, forced thorn to admit, their 
guilt and lay down their crozlors. He 
then announced his decision to remain 
no longer under the Jurisdiction of 
Tours, and he ended by creating seven 
sees in Britany, making Dol archlepls- 
copal, with control over the others. 
Such unheard of behavior was strongly 
opposed by France and the popes, but 
for ^JOO years Httlo Dol remained a 
metropolitan see.

Still Tolstoi Is iinmenso- 

ly wealthy, but that 

does not Interfere with 

tho groat life work 

which has now nearly 

drawn to a close. 
Ho is now 80 years old and while In good health 
at the time of this writing, Ijis paaalng la but a 
matter of a few months or years. There are two 
Bides to this great man. One Is Loo Tolstoi, the 
artist, and the other— Leo Tolstoi, the man. As 
the artUt he has written fearless works and tho 
person or clique which lias fallen under tho scath- 
ing attack of his pen has seldom been known to 
boast of It. 

There Is no disputing his rank as tho best known 
of living authors. Also he Is tho moat generally 
read and recognized. Ho has attained tho highest 
pinnacle of fame In tho literary field and It can- 
not bo said that ho craved fame, either. 

Best of all, Tolstoi Is a friend of all Americans. 
Tho traveler from the United States, visiting. Rus- 
sia, Is as welcome at the Ya en ay a Poly ana estate of 
Russia's great man, as if ho were In hia own home. 
America likes Tolstoi, too, for tho author is the 
moat democratic of men. 

It Is told of him that he spurns all worldly luxu- 
ries, oven going bo far ub to havo two tables sot 
within his home at each nieal-^no resplendent 
with fancy edibles, while tho other Is stocked 
•with 'slniplo food of tho peasantry. Friends, of his 
daughters and sons are always welcomed at tho 
more prosperous looking board, while In tho same 
room, Tolstoi, seated alongside of his wife, par- 
tnW pf tho necessities of life as an ordinary ple- 
beian would. However, his children, having been 
bfouglit up to tho luxuries' of life; are allowed to 
gratify their eveo' whim, and ho. never allows his 
beliefs' to step between them and' happiness. In 
that respect he Is an Ideal father .and ho -has boon 
pralsoft tho world over for his broad-minded man- 
liflr of treating others who do not bollovo as ho: 

• Ho 'Is also what Americans call a '^inlxdr/' ;biit 
lii an'ontlrel/ different sense. Ho meets tho poor 
of Uiissla OD their own level, and, except' for tho 
fact that iio often- scatters-, money at thpir foot, 
one would never imspect his' wealth.' There hro 
ib atpings attached to Tplstol'a gifts, and thousands- 
of beliencenceB to Russians In general, whilo tho 
benefactor's name Ifl.a secrot, are popularly ,lat(| 
ftt IhQ door of thlu gMt man.' , . , ',,. 

. To bo a.frlond of tho Russian peasant up -to a 
fow ybars.fhgo meant to bo on enemy of the gov- 
ernmeiit. Upcn nevoral occasions ■ Tolstoi's outcry 
ftcalnst oppression of the czar's subjects has placed 
ilm behind the grimy walls of Slav dungeons.^but 
ho always returnbd to continue tho work which ho 
has so ably accomplished. . „ , , , 

\U Is a fioclal reformer of the first water and 
many of tho acts of justice which the Russian gov- 
ernment of Into years has accomplished can bo 
traced back to tho work of Tolstoi. ,,. ;, 

As a literary artist tho count Is dead. His do- 
rolso was a literary BulcIdo,and It occurred 33 
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years ago, when he himself declared tliat his great 

creative works wore unworthy and altogether evil. 

Hero Is his own account of the split In his life: 

"I had tried to test science and modern cul- 
ture, and I have turned from them with a feeling 
of repulsion because of tho inability of tho first 
to solve tho really important problems of llfo 
and because of the hollowness* and falseness of 
the second." 

By becoming chummy with tho peasant Tolstoi 
declares ho turned to frankness, simplicity and 
easontlal kindness, and ho says ho Is to-day near- 
er mother earth than over In his life. He declares 
the peasant, typically, la the ideal Christian. And 
thus since 1875 his writings have been almost ex- 
clusively polemic and didactic. 

To-day' Count Leo Tolstoi Is a large, heavily- 
built man with unusually long arms, hanging 
looBoly at his sides, with a wide nose, somewhat 
thick lips, small gray eyes, a head set on bulky 
hut slightly stooping Shoulders and a matted 
white beard. Ho possesses an air of strength 
that Is found In. fow great men. Tho power that 
ono finds In him is both mental and physical, and 
hence, of tho durable sort. 

One of this man's great themes Is the Sermon 
on tho Mount. In this ho has declared that 
he found five laws of God and ho has mado them 
his rules for faith and conduct throughout the 
later years of hla life. These laws are sum- 
marized as follows:', 

Live, In peace witii all men and do not regard 
any man as your superloi:. 

Do not make the beauty 'of the body an occaalon 
for luBt. 

Every man should have one wife and every 
woman one husband, and. they should not be di- 
vorced for any reason. 

Do not revenge yourself and do not punish oth- 
ers because you think yourself Insulted or hurt. 
..Suffer all wrong and do not repay with, evil for 
you are all the children of one father. • 

Never breqkthe peace in the name of patriotism. 



What Tolstoi has done for the peo- 
ple of his time In Russia is to be found 
In the dress, customs and habits of the 
lower claBses of that ahaolute mon- 
archy, but the critics say that right 
in his home his own teachings have had 
little effect The answer which close 
friends of the count give to that asser- 
tion Is that Jlusala's benefactor la too 
broad-minded to make hia homo a mar- 
tyrdom and to inflict hla beliefs upon 
hiB wife and children If they do not 
care to abide by them. 

So while Tolstoi has spent hla life or 
the greater part of it In preaching the 
doctrine of poverty and non-realBtance. 
his children were reared on tho groat estate and 
from the first their lot was that of tho aristocrat 
They married "well," and are said to have com- 
pletely renounced his views. It la told of Tolstoi 
that his wife has always managed to "slip a piece 
,of velvet under her husband's crown of thorns 
Just when he wishes to press It to his head most 

heavily." 

That might be termed an Inconsistency, but 
Buroly It Is not tho count's choice. 

Tlio work which some of the critics of other 
nations scoff at has reached from tho thatched 
hut of the poorest peasant clear to tho palaoo of 
tho emperor himself. 

For tho sake of peace also, Tolstoi has accom- 
pUahcd a great work. The first Hague conference, 
which made history, would probably never have 
been called had It not been for the persistent 
gospel of this friend of the populace at large. 
Tolstoi saw that the eventual result of his tench- 
IngB would bo some sort of a world's peace gath- 
ering and he expressed gratification . when Czar 
Nicholas called tho Initial session of tho body over 
which the dove of peace was destined to perch. 

No church In tho world, it Is recorded, carried 
out as petrified a ritual as that of the Slav. To- 
day, chroniclers tell us, there exists a tendency 
towards softening of the customs of religion In 
the czar's country. Teachings of Blmpllelty by 
Tolatol will be accorded the honor for this change 
If It Is eventually wrought. 

' Humane treatment of prisoners and philanthrop- 
ic movea of the Immensely wealthy men of IU»b- 
sla are also laid to tho work of tho count. Tolatol 
tasted the bitter cup of Imprisonment himself .and 
ho was well prepared to go about that work with 
a zest born of actual experience. 

Simple moral truths have been the axioms of 
Tolstoi throughput his later years and whilo 
skeptical persons call his Ideas impracticable their 
defender could, were ho not all too modqat, point 
to the works which have followed In the wako 
of hia. unique, quaint gospel. 



recognition and big pay. Of course, 
tho fact of boing entertained by a real 
live lord should. count on the playbills. 
Though his lordship has at present de- 
clined the flattering offer of a 30- 
wceks' engagement in America at the 
sum named, it Is just possible that ho 
may reconsider his decision. 

Tho earl of Shaftesbury stands 1q 
the unlQue position — for a peer — of be- 
ing wholly Independent of filthy lucer; 
nor has he achieved a reputation 
through the channels of notoriety 
which other titled stage-struck people 
have followed. So far his record has 
been a clean one. Ho has held several 
Important government commissions 
and array appointments. He was aid- 
de-camp to tho governor of Victoria 
In 1898 and has been alderman and 
lord mayor of Belfast. His wife, the 
countess of Shaftesbury, la a sister of 
tho duke of Weatmlaster and lody- 
!n-waltlng to the princess of Wales. In 
fact, only quite recently, the earl and 
Lady Shaftesbury entertained tho 
prince and princess of Wales at their 
beautiful estate, St Giles' house, In 
Dorsetshire. 

If the music hall stage captures tho 
earl It wllj have one of the bluest 
blooded arlsttcrats who ever has ap- 
peared In public, and the $5,000 a week 
salary will bo the merest pittance un- 
der the circumstances. One of tho 
conditions offered by tha manager who 
is bidding for Lord Shaftesbury's con- 
tract Is that tho carl's "dignity would 
bo sustained la accordance with tho 
noble vocalist's rank." 

The earl of Shaftesbury's voice Is 
deemed to be an exceptionally good 
tenor. He has only Bung In public on 
one occasion — at the dedication of the 
new organ at the church of Shaston 
St James, Shaftesbury, where he ren- 
dered with nno effect, "It with All 
Tour Hearts," from Mendelssohn's 
"Elijah" and "Tho Soft Southern 
Breeze'* from Bamaby's "Rebekah." 
He has Bang a great deal in private 
and for charitable purposes. 



Those who have visited Canada aro 
always impressed with the strict oh- 
aervanco that Is given to the laws 
of the country, and. tho order that Is 
preserved everywhere. > The editor of 
the Gazette, of Pulton, Nev., recently 
paid a visit to Western Canada. He 
was so impressed with the conditions 
that he saw everywhere, that on hla 
return home he was inspired to write 
as follows: "Reverence and respect 
for law is a dominant character I stlo 
of the Canadian people. Wherever 
one goes In Canada, whether east or 
west, the law Is supreme. The law la 
obeyed hecauae It Is law, seemlnely, 
and not because violation carries a 
penalty. Canada enforces the law and 
makes every law effective. No coua- 
try Is more free than Canada. In name 
Canada 1b a dependency of the Brit- 
ish Crown. In fact, It Is almost a 
third republic. All Its taxes are voted, 
collected and expended by the Domin- 
ion and the provinces. The nominal 
head of the Government Is the Gov- 
ernor General, appointed by the Eng- . 
Ush Crown. Practically his- only au- 
thority is to veto the acts oC parlia- 
ment, which he scarcely ever exo> 
clseB. Canada glvos nothing to th» 
support of the English government or 
the English king, , She glvos England 
the advantage In trade regulations and 
tariff laws, and In return receives the 
protection of the British army and 
navy. Canada enjoys the protection 
without sharing in the expense. 

"The sale of liquor Is strictly regu- 
lated. None but hotel-keepers may - 
obtain license to. vend the EtuIT, and 
before a license can be secured an ap- ■' 
pUcant must prove good character and 
provide twenty rooms In hia tavern 
for the accommodation of guests. Tho 
bar-rooms close at 7 O'clock Saturday 
evening and remain closed until Mon- 
day.mornlng. The schools and churches 
in Western Canada' excite admiration. 
Though new, Western Canada Is not 
godless. The finest buildings In every 
town are the churches. Next come 
tho school houses." 

Turning to the wheat fields of West- 
ern Canada, the editor of the Laurel 
(Neb.) Advocate of Sept. 17th aaya; 
"I havo often thought that the 
reason that the characters of Charlea 
Dickens are so impressed upon the 
minds of his readers Is because he 
dwells upon them so long and de- 
scribes ihem so minutely that by the 
time ono has waded through his long 
drawn out stories they are bo burnod 
Into his brain that ho can never forget 
them. It was this way with the Cana- 
dian wheat fields. Had wo only seen 
a few the memory of them might 
have worn away In time, but a long 
drawn out experience such as we had 
is sure to leave an uneffaceahle Im- 
pression. Never whlle^we live shall 
we forget the Canadian wheat fields. 
They call It the granary of the Brit- 
ish Empire, and we don't blame 'em. 
Nobody who has seen these wheat 
fields can wonder at their enthusiasm." 
It Is worth while to record that those 
fields have now been harvested, and 
In many cases yields as high as forty 
and fifty bushels per acre havo been 
marketed, while tho general average 
has been away above 20 bushels per 
acre. Oats and barley have also 
done well, and the profits, the prices 
of grains being high, have paid the 
entire cost of the farms of many a 
farmer. There is now 160 acres of 
land given away, In addition to the 
160 acres that tho homesteader may 
purchase at $3.00 an acre. Particu-

The enormous earning power of the 
oil combination was sharply brought 
out in Friday's hearing when Mr. 
Rockefeller, after stating that the 
Standard had paid dividends amount- 
ing to $40,000,000 In; 1907. said it had 
earned as much more and that this 
was added to the company's surplus, 
which was stated by the government's 
counsel to be $300,000,000. It was 
further stated by Jlr. Kellog that the 
company within the last eight years 
had earned nearly half a billion dol- 
lars. 

The course of Mr. Rockefeller's testi- 
mony in the hands of government 
counsel ran not so. smoothly as on 
Thursday when he told his story un- 
der the direction of friendly counsel, 
but the rapid Are interrogations of the 
prosecutor were always mot with un- 
shaken Imperturbahillty and readiness 
to answer except when, as he ex- 
plained: 

"It is quite impossible for mo to re- 
member after 35 years. I do not re- 
call." 

Remembers Only One Rebate. 

Mr. Rockefeller was questioned 
closely regarding rebates which the 
Standard was charged with receiving, 
but with the exception of the agree- 
ment with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which, Mr. Rockefeller explained, gave 
the Standard a rebate because It ef- 
fected an equalization of oil ship- 
ments, he could not recall any other 
rebates, though he thought it was like- 
ly that he might have heard of It at 
the time. 

The president of the Standard Oil 
Company when he learned that the 
government counsel would not bo able 
to conclude the cross-examination by 
Saturday night, suggested an adjourn- 
ment until Monday, which was agreed 
to by counsel. 

Cross-Examlned by Kellogg. 

New York. — With the telling of 
the story of the first score of years 
of the Industrial development of 
the Standard Oil Company, the testi- 
mony of John D. Rockefeller, president 
of the oil combine, on direct examlna- 
tlon in the federal suit to dissolve the 
Standard Company, was brought to an 
unexpected close Thursday afternoon. 

The head of the Standard told of the 
processes and causes of the company's 
growth up to the trust agreement of 
18S2 enri, after he identified the par- 
ties to that agreement, counsel for the 
defense announced that Mr. Rockefel- 
ler had concluded his direct testi- 
mony and requested an adjournmeat 
until Friday. 

Friday found Mr. Rockefeller on the 
witness stand under the sharp fire of 
the cross-examination of Frank B. Kel- 
logg, special assistant attorney gen- 
eral, prosecuting the case for the gov- 
ernment. The cross-examination by 
the government will be confined to the 
period from 1862 to 1882, except whero 
the testimony has direct bearing on 
developments in the company's affairs 
Id Its later period. 



New York. — Twenty-five porsoni 
are believed to have lost their lives 
In an explosion of gas which tore 
up a great section of Gold street, 
Brooklyn, Friday. It la definitely 
Imown that 15 persons were buried 
under the hundreds of tons of earth 
and timber that were thrown Into the 
air by the explosion, and ten more 
persons are reported as misshig. 

The exact number of dead cannot bo 
determined yet, for those working to 
recover the entombed bodies must dig 
through 50 feet of dirt, rock and a 
tangle of pipes and timbers. 

The explosion occurred In a BO-foot 
deep excavation that had been mado 
in Gold street between York and 
Front streets where a water main was 
being laid. The gas main recently 
sprung a leak and in a manner un- 
known a spark came in contact with 
escaping gas. 

immediately there was a torrlflc ex- 
plosion that lifted the surface of the 
street for half a block In both direc- 
tions and hurled dirt, paving stones 
and debris Into the air. 

Gold street was crowded with school 
children whoa the explosion oc- 
curred and ,that scores of children 
were not killed or injured was re- 
markable, A woman and three chil- 
dren were almost opposite the excava- 
tion when the earth crumbled under 
their feet and they were swept down 
Into the hole under tons of wreckage. 
Two other children were on the oppo- 
site side of the street when tho side- 
walk caved In and they lost their 
lives. 

Only four of the men working In 
tho excavation escaped, and their es- 
cape was remarkable. Those men 
were digging near tho opening of a 
four-foot sower and the force of the 
explosion blew them to the entranco 
of it. Arthur Strand was hurled far- 
thest in and he pulled tho other men 
after him. 

Water from tho broken main began 
to pour Into the sower and tho four 
men, in danger of being drowned, ran 
to the river whore there was an out- 
let to the sewer.

son, stating that four children in Dan- 
ville, Pa,, had contracted tho dis- 
ease. 

A rigid Investigation Is in progress 
in Danville and elsewhere. to deter- 
mine whether others have become 
similarly affected. Tho ofilclals bo- 
lle\*e that the spread of tho contagion 
win be checked, although admitting 
that tho situation Is grave and will re- 
quire energetic and concerted action 
by the state and federal authorities. 

Now York. — Cattlo shipments 
to foreign ports from New York 
and Philadelphia wero brought to an 
abrupt close Friday by the cattle quar- 
antAio established In this state and in 
Pennsylvania on account of tho out- 
break of tho foot and mouth disease. 
The quarantine does not affect ports 
outside of New York and Philadelphia, 
except as to cattlo from the two states 
affected by the ruling. Western cattlo 
may still be shipped abroad from 
either Boston or Baltimore. 

Buffalo, N. Y. — Business at tho 
stock yards hero was completely 
tied up when at a meeting of the East 
DuCTalo Livestock association Friday 
night the members adopted a resolu- 
tion calling on the railroads to cancel 
all orders for shipments of cattle or 
Bwino to or through Buffalo. Tho as- 
sociation formally approved the strin- 
gent measures of quarantino used by 
Chief Melvin of Washington and Com- 
missioner Pearson of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture. Two cases of foot 
and mouth disease were found Friday 
on a Niagara county farm and one In- 
fected herd in Erie county was de- 
stroyed. 

London. — Confidence Is expressed 
bere that tho energetic action 
of the American officials soon will 
stamp out the foot and mouth disease. 
Officials are not alarmed concerning 
tho possibility of a beef shortage. In 
this connection John Burns, president 
of the local government board, called 
attention to tho rapidly growing con- 
tiumptlon in England of home-grown 
cattle. , 



Two Steamers In Serious Collision 
Near New York. 

New York. — The lives of more than 
600 persons were Imperiled Sunday 
when the' fruit steamer Admiral 
Dewey, inward bound from Jamaica, 
crashed into the steamer Mount Desert, 
outward bound from Bay Ridge for tho 
fishing hanks. 

Tho Admiral Dewey, coming sud- 
denly out of a fog bank, struck tlie 
Mount Desert almost amidships, open- 
ing a gash In tho fishing vessel that 
extended from tho upper dock to tho 
wator*s edge. 

There were 450 passengers, includ- 
ing 20 women and six children, on tho 
Mount Desert and the Admiral Dewey 
carried 45 passengers. In addition 
there wero tlio crows of tho two steam- 
ers. Panic Immediately followed the 
collision and it was due to tho prompt 
action of Capt Davidson of tho Dewey 
that a catastrophe was averted, for tho 
passengers on the fishing steamer be- 
gan piling over the guard rails of that 
vessel and leaped for tho deck of tho 
Admiral Dewey. Capt, Davidson kept 
the vessels together until all tho pas- 
sengers had got aboard bis steamer.

Many Towns Partly Laid In Ruins by 
tho Furious Stormo— Detalla 
Aro Slow In Com- 
ing In. 

Little Rock, Ark. — Two tornadoes, 
ono north and tho other south-bound, 
swept over west Arkansas Monday af- 
ternoon, destroying many Uvea and 
much property. All'meanB of commu- 
nication wore destroyed and only in- 
deflnito reports have como from tho 
dlBtrlcta visited by tho tornado. From 
reportB received at least thirty Uvea 
wero lost Tho property loss will reach 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Ono tornado started In tho extreme 
southwestern part of tho stato and 
went north, following tho second tier 
of counties from tho western bound- 
ary lino. The other started In tho 
northwestern comer of tho state and 
went south. 

The counties through which tho tor- 
nado passed aro Lafayotto, Columbia, 
Millor, Pike; Howard, Hempstead, 
Montgomery, Yell, Pope, Johnson, 
Franklin and Carroll. 

According to advices received, tho 
storm was at its height when it 
swept through Plnoy, a German sot- 
tlcmont on tho Iron Mountain rail- 
road between Knoxvlllo and Liondon. 
Lato reports from RussellvUIc, tho 
nearest town with which commtmica- 
tlou can bo .had, are that botween 
twelve nnd twenty porsons wero killed 
and about thirty injured at tliat place. 
Five lives aro also reported to havo 
been lost ten miles from Mulberry', 
whero ono of tho tornadoes did great 
damage. 

Tho storms also visited Ozark, 
whence nothing has been heard yet; 
LodI, near Texarkana, whero three 
buildings were destroyed and a wom- 
an injured; Lcwisvllle, In Lafayette 
:ounty, whero great damage was dono 
to timber and fences, and several 
buildings destroyed; Berryvlllc, whero 
Bight people were injured but not se- 
riously, and a number of residences 
wore wrecked; PaJmos, whero great 
damage Is reported, and Jethro and 
Walleravlllo, which towns aro reported 
to havo been completely wrecked, 

Somo reports stated that nothing 
had been left In many districts, that 
homes, timber, buildings, fences and 
everything had been uprooted and 
blown to bits. 

A report from Fort Smith stales 
that It seemed that 25 lives are lost 
In towns outside of Plucy and. Mul- 
berry. This dispatch declares the de- 
struction of tlio town of Cravens was 
complete. Four persons wore killed, 
two fatally injured and eight missing 
at that place. ^
